when he was arrested for a minor in- 
fraction of the law—cattle stealing 
He was detained in the guardroom at 
Duck Lake, Sask., but made his escape 
from there and pursuit was instituted 
by Serge Colebrooke of the police 
In the clash which later ensued, this 
NC.O. was killed; and from cattle- 
Stealing Almighty Voic> developed in- 
to a murderer. Began then the leng- 
thy chase which resulted in cight lives 
being lost before it ended 


RAN TO EARTH 

The situation in Saskatchewan had 
not yet sctttled down follow.ng the Riel 
uprising, and Almighty Voice found 
many sympathizers among his own 
people, Indians who gave him food and 
shelter and aided him in every way to 
élude his pursuers. Eventually the 
murderer was run to earth by a 
Mounted Police detachment, ren- 


| forced by some civilians. He himself 


had received an access of strength 
however, two other Indians choocing 
to throw in their lot with him, The 


| trio dec'ded to make a last stand in a 
| wooded hill, and for some days thy 


kept the besiegers at bay. An appeal 
for further aid was answered by the 
despatch'ng of a piece of field artillery 
from Prince Albert, and the cops 
was raked with shell-fire 

The assailants charged the wood 
several times; but on each occasion 
they were driven back with casualties 
unable to reach the Indians in a 
well-entrenched position, due to the 
tangled undergrowth When finally 
the position was captured, the three 
defenders were found dead. Before 
that, however, three members of the 
Northwest Mounted Police and one 
civilian had been killed, while three 
others were wounded 
ALBERTA SCENE, OF CHASE 

A second had its locale in Alberta 
and synchronized with the chase after 
Almighty Voice. In 1895 one of the 
Indians named Charcoal, on an Al-

Word of these 
was brought to Sergeant Wilde of the 
Mounied, who immediately set out to 
inv te Coming upon Charcoal 
sudde the N. C. O., knowing t

down when Charcoal, at a Taige <« 
three feet, shot Wilde dead 

Charcoal was eventua'ly rounded up 
in his own reserve while receiving food 
and shelter from his peopk He was 
arrested, tried for the murder of 
Wilde, and hanged

The estimates brought down at Ottawa 
provide only $1,750,000 for aviation. The 
appropriation last year was $5,442,000, 
three times as much.

The inference is 
that the air mail service in Canada is to 
be reduced to a skeleton, if not abolished 
entirely; as was threatened a year ago. 

Whatever happens to other routes, the 
trans-Canada service and the service down 
the Mackenzie should be maintained. These 
are the routes on which an important sav- 
ing in time is effected by the mail planes, 
to the advantage of business and the effi- 
cient administration of the far northern 
Territories.

THE PREMIER'S APPEAL 

Prenicr Brownlee evidently does 
agree with Premier Bennett that the signs 
point to an early improvement in the times, 
In the legislature last week Mr. Brownlee 
made a forceful plea that mortgage cor- 
porations and other large financial institu- 
tions “forget” the interest that is due them 
for the year. This, he said, would help to 
revive public confidence, would prevent 
farmers abandoning their farms, and 
would make money which must otherwsie 
go for interest available for the purchase 
of goods and the stimulation of business. 

Whatever the response to the appeal, 
the fact that such an appeal has been made 
is unwelcome but convincing evidence that 
conditions are not thought to be improv- 
ing as yet. It is to be supposed that the 
debt adjustment act will be amended and 
administered in the light of that under- 
standing of the situation. This may in- 
cline the parties concerned to pay more 
heed to the suggestion of the Premier than 
they otherwise would. If this is done, and 
the year’s interest bills cancelled where 
debtors are in distress, there is every rea- 
son to suppose this will be helpful in the 
ways indicated.

THE COLLAPSE AT PARIS 

French governments collapse so regu- 
larly that the news of another upset at 
Paris carries no surprise to the outside 
world, come when it may. But the defeat 
and resignation of the Laval ministry 
comes at a time to lend unusual interest te 
the event and perhaps invest it with far- 
reaching consequences. 

The disarmament conference is meet- 
ing in Geneva. France is admitted to hold 
the veto power as to whether anything 
worth while is to be accomplished there. 
Only last week, M. Tardieu on behaif of 
France put before the conference a plan 


for international control of armament 
that had the approval of the French cabi- 
net and was assumed to have also the sup- 
pert of the Chamber of Deputies. 

The Laval Government is gone. Appar- 
ently it was overthrown because of the 
Geneva proposal. In any event, all is un- 
certainty as to who will represent France 
in further hegotiations on the armament 
question, and what plans the new Govern- 
ment will have to offer or will be willing 
to consider. y 

The downfall at Paris means delay of 
the conference proceedings. It will not be 
strange if the gathering has to adjourn 
until a new French government is in the 
saddle and prepared to resume the discus- 
sions. Coming on the heels of the indefin- 
ite postponement of the reparations con- 
ference, for which France is also respon- 
sible, the break-up of the armament con- 
ference would be anything by an encour- 
aging sign of early progress in the settle- 
ment of international problems which 
stand in the way of economic recovery.
